7 Blasting Bombs Aimed at 


Steel and Concrete Ar- 
senal Buildings—No 
Anti-Aircraft Fire, No 
Fighters.

GUAM, June 7 (AP)—In a de- 
arture from practice in recent 
fire raids, 450 Superforts blasted 
war industries and the arsenal in 
Osaka, Japan’s ieading industrial 
city, with high explosives and in- 
cendiaries today in their tenth 
large scale raid on Japan within 
a month. 

The big bombers dropped about 
3000 tons of gasoline jelly incen- 
diaries in addition to demolition 
bombs. Not a singly Japanese 
fighter challenged the raiders, re- 
turning flyers said, and the sky 
was empty of anti-aircraft fire and 
fire balloons. 


The B-29s hit this morning as 
Tokyo radio admitted 200,000 more 
Japanese had been driven from 
their homes by American air at- 
tacks and would be moved to 
farms to help raise Japan's mea- 
ger food supply. 

The bombers struck for three 
hours through heavy overcast. Re- 
sults were not observed, but a 
joint Japanese Army-Navy an- 
nouncement admitted fires were 
started in the northern and north- 
eastern industrial sections. The 
enemy said flames were “steadily 
being brought under control.” 

Tokyo did not disclose the ef- 
fect of high explosives aimed at 
the concrete and steel buildings of 
the huge Osaka arsenat where 
much of Japan’s medium artillery 
and small arms are produced, 

Strategy in Raid. 

Enemy broadcasters, describing 
a “new tactic” of Superfortresses, 
said the first planes dropped ex- 
plosives, sending civilian air de- 
fense units racing to air raid shel- 
ters while other B-29s showered 
incendiaries on the factory dis- 
trict. The blazes they started, 
Tokyo said, got a good start be- 
fore the fire fighters got out of 
their bomb shelters. 

Almost simultaneously with the 
Superfort blow, Japanese dis- 
patches said, 40 Army and Navy 
fighters from Okinawa swept over 
Kyushu island suicide plane bases. 
In this second raid in two days, 
Tokyo radio said, the fighters ap- 
peared to be primarily interested 
in broadcasting propaganda leaf- 
lets over the city of Kagoshima. 

Enemy radio reports indicated 
only about 10 Superfortresses 
dropped high explosive bombs on 
Osaka, while the greater part of 
the force concentrated on setting 
fires. 

Fires Near Osaka Castle. 

Fires were started “in the areas 
around Osaka castle,” sixteenth 
century home of Japan’s rulers 
which was converted into head- 
Quarters for the Fourth Army Di- 
vision, Tokyo admitted. 

The castle is in the northeast- 
ern section of the city, a stone’s 
throw from the arsenal. It is sur- 
rounded by industrial, commercial 
and military installations. Japa- 
nese dispatches insisted “almost 
no damage was sustained by mili- 
tary installations in the city.” 

Enemy broadcasts omitted the 
usual prompt and exaggerated re- 
port on the number of B-29s shot 
down, More than eight hours after 
the strike the only such claim was a 
recapitulation on Tuesday’s Kobe 
raid, asserting:a new record had 
been set of 68 B-29s shot down 
and 160 “severely crippled.”

HOUSE APPROVES 
BRETTON WOODS 
AGREEMENTS BY 
VOTE OF 34010 10 


All Opposition Votes Are 
Cast by Republicans — 
Legislation Now Goes 
to the 
Action.

WASHINGTON, June 7 (AP)— 
The Bretton Woods world mone- 
tary agreements were approved 
overwhelmingly by the House to- 
day. 

The final roll call showed 345 
for ratification and 18 against. All 
the opposition votes were cast by 
Republicans, 

Those voting against the pro- 
posal were: 

Buffett of Nebraska, Clevenger 
of Ohio, Ellis of West Virginia, 
Gwynne of Iowa, Jones of Ohio, 
Knutson of Minnesota, Lemke of 
North Dakota, Mason of Illinois, 
O'Hara of Minnesota, Reed of 
New York, Rich of Pennsylvania, 
Rizley of Oklahoma, Robsion of 


Kentucky, Schwabe of Missouri, 
Schwabe of Oklahoma, Scrivener 
of Kansas, Smith .of Ohio, and 
Sumner of Illinois. 

The 345 voting for the proposal 
included 205 Democrats, 138 Re- 
publicans and two minor party 
members. 

The legislation now goes to the 
Senate, where the opposition pre- 
dicted a vigorous battle. 

Presidents Roosevelt and Tru- 
man had described the agree- 
ments as laying the economic 
foundation for lasting peace. The 
opposition, in two days of House 
debate, described the monetary 
Plan as “a swindle and a fraud” 
and as an international WPA. 

The United States is the first of 
the United Nations to act on the 
azreements. 

Prior to its final action today 
the House beat down 325 to 29 a 
motion by Representative Sumner 
to send the ratification legisla- 
tion back to the banking commft- 
tee with instructions that all pro- 
visions for an international mone- 
tary stabilization fund be elimi- 
nated. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau declared in a statement 
that the House “has spoken force- 
fully for the principle of interna- 
tional co-operation.” 

“The action will engender a feel- 
ing of great confidence throtgh- 
out the world at a time when it 
is important that we concentrate 
our efforts upon the achievement 
of world security and peace,” he 
said. “. . . The American people 
and the peoples of the world will 
welcome this evidence of states- 
manship in world affairs. It pre- 
Sages an era of world co-operation 
ee will lead to prosperity for 
a ” 

The agreements, drawn by rep- 
resentatives of 44 nations meeting 
last summer at Bretton Woods, N. 
H., propose a $9,100,000,000 world 
bank for reconstruction and de- 
velopment loans and a $8,800,000,- 
000 fund for international cur- 
rency stabilization. 


PREMIER, 5 OTHERS EXECUTED 
FOR FASCIST RULE IN CROATIA 


Leaders of Former Government 
Convicted at Zagreb of Treason 
and War Crimes. 

NEW YORK, June 7 (AP)— 
Premier Dr. Nikola Mandic and 
five other leaders of the former 
Croatian Fascist government have 
been executed after conviction of 
high treason and war crimes by 
a Zagreb court-martial, the Yugo- 
slav Telegraph Agency said today. 
The broadcast dispatch said 
Mandic, Nikola Steinfel, Armed 
Forces Minister and Dr. Pavao 
Canki, State Secretary and Min- 
ister of Religion and Justice, were 
shot. Executed by hanging were 
Dr. Mila Budak, Foreign Affairs 
Minister, a Col. Juco Rukavina, 
not otherwise identified and Ivan 
Vignjevich, president of a sum- 

mary court. 

Three others were sentenced to 
prison. They were Ademaga 
Mesich, who got life; Lt. Gen. 
Lavovsiav Milich of the Ustashi 
supply service and Dr. Bruno Nar- 
delli, Croat Fascist governor of 
Dalmatia, each sentenced to 20 
years. The sentences’ included 
confiscation of property.

by Embassies Along 
With a Statement of 
Reasons for.Call. 


PARIS, June 7 (AP)—Authori- 
tative quarters said today the 
French Government had formally 
invited other members of the Big 
Five to participate in a confer- 
ence on the Middle East. 

French embassies in the capi- 
tals, of the United States, Britain, 
Russia and China were instructed 
to present the invitation, along 
with a short statement of 
France's reasons for calling the 
conference. A responsible source 
said no note was delivered in con- 
nection with the invitations, 

This will require formal an- 
swers from the other countries. 
Prime Minister Churchill, at odds 
with Gen. Charles de Gaulle over 
the situation in Syria, told the 
House of Commons Tuesday that 
a. five-power conference would 
“cause a great deal of delay and 
require very careful] consideration 
on many grounds.” He sought 
immediate mediation by the 
United States, Britain and 
France. 

(In London a British Foreign 
Office spokesman said a note was 
received last night from the 
French Government giving its po- 
sition on the next step to be taken 
in meeting the Levant situation, 
He did not divulge its contents, 
but it was understood in unoffi- 
cial quarters the French repeated 
their stand that the matter should 
be dealt with in a Big Five con- 
ference.) 

Gen. Oliva Roget, French com- 
mander in southern Syria, is in 
Paris bearing a message for De 
Gaulle from Gen. Paul-Etienne 
Beynet, French delegate in Syria, 
where recent disorders have given 
way to an uneasy calm. The Paris 
radio denied, reports Roget had 
been recalled because of _ his 
handling of the Syrian situation. 

Sir Edward Grigg, British min- 
ister of state resident in the Mid- 
dle East, said in Cairo that the 
British had established an organi- 
zation to harvest grain crops of 
Syria and Lebanon. The British 
Ninth Army will supervise the or- 
ganization, in which the French 
will not participate, he said. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
Frank O’Brien, after a 600-mile 
trip through such trouble spots in 
Syria as Damascus, Homs, Hama 
and Aleppo, reported meanwhile 
in a Beyrouth dispatch that he 
found them quiet after last week’s 
fighting between thé French and 
Syrians. 

He said the Syrians, however, 
would not open new talks until 
the French quit the country com- 
pletely. Lebanon is insisting on 
virtually the same terms. 


LITTLE STEEL WAGE FORMULA 
TO STAND, TRUMAN DECLARES 


WASHINGTON, June 7 (AP)— 
President Truman said today 
that the Little Steel wage for- 
mula would stand at least until 
after a thorough investigation of 
present wage and commodity 
price schedules. 

Discussing the matter with his 
news conference after’ talking 
earlier in the day with Presidents 
William Green of the AFL and 
Philip Murray of the CIO, the 
President said that an _ overall 
survey was contemplated for a 
later date. 

The labor leaders had urged 
upward revision of the formula 
under which wage increases are 
held generally to 15 per cent of 
January, 1941, levels. As to what 
the survey the government will 
make may show, the President 
said he was not prepared to com- 
ment but at present the Little 
Steel formula stands. 


HOUSE STICKS BY ITS GUNS 
ON SELF-VOTED $2500 BOOST

By actual test, St. Louis public 
grade schoo) children are from 
one to two years below the estab- 
lished’ national average in their 
school work. More exactly, they 
average from a little more than 
one to a little less than two years 
behind. Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion Philip J. Hickey broke this 
news to his principals today, an- 
nouncing the tabulated results of 
tests made last February. 

Hickey told the principals it 
was primarily their problem, that 
it was up to them. The quality 
of teaching, he said, certainly was 
an important factor in the ap- 
parent educational lag. 

He said, however, that the Co- 
lumbia University Teachers’ Co)l- 
lege framers of the tests had con- 
ceded that the “national average” 
might require some “interpreta- 
tion”’—meaning that the average 
was determined in peace-time and 


might not be completely accurate 
for wartime conditions. 

He also said that wartime had 
brought to the city schools a 
heavy influx of children, white 
and Negro, especially Negro, from 
rural areas where _ educational 
standards are not high, and that 
this fact, coupled with the ab- 
sence in the armed services of 
205 of the younger and more 
energetic teachers, probably con- 
tributed to the lag. 

13.7 Pct. Loss of School Time. 


Another item, he remarked, was 
the amount of time that the 
schools had, for one reason or 
another, given up to non-curri- 
cular activities. He disclosed that 
he had had Assistant Superintend- 
ent Edward Beumer canvass the 
principals, as the principals al- 
ready knew, for figures and esti- 
mates on the amount of time so 
taken from school work.

Yank Captured by His Own Troops, 
Held 30 Days as ‘German’ Prisoner 


FRAMINGHAM, Mass., June 7 
(AP)-—-A 27-year-old American sol- 
dier hospitalized here told a story 
of spending the “30 most harrow- 
ing days” of his life when he was 
captured by his own troops and 
held as a wounded “German” pris- 
oner of war. 

Cpl. Gilbert J. Beamesderfer of 
Ephrata, Pa., a Cushing general 
hospital patient, recently granted 
a 90-day work furlough, was a 
squad leader in the Thirty-fifth 
Division of the Third Army. 

He remembered leading his men 
against a German machine-gun 
nest in France and being hit in 
the left arm. 

Beamesderfer said he was treat- 
ed at a first-aid station as an 
American but later found himself 
placed with some German wound- 
ed in the evacuation hospital after 
he talked German with a German 
medical corpsman who cleansed 
his wound. He received an ink- 
ling of his plight when he asked a 
nurse, in English, when he was 
to be operated on and she gasped, 
“Wherever did you learm to speak 
such good English?” 

Just before the doctors gave him 
ether, a surgeon spoke to him re- 
assuringly—in German. Beames- 
derfer, who speaks German, 
grinned and answered in_ the 
enemy language. 


Hours later an American lieu- 
tenant passed by, and Beamesder- 
fer asked: “What happened? Have 
we been captured?” 

“Be quiet,” the Heutenant said. 
You're all right. You're’ with 
your buddies.” 

“Buddies, hell!” Beamesderfer 
screamed. Get me out of here. 
I'm an American!” 

The officer smiled and left, Ger- 
mans posing as Americans were 
nothing new. After 10 days in 
France, the prisoners, including 
Beamesderfer, were transferred to 
a prisoner of war camp in Eng- 
land. Finally he managed to nab 
an imterrogator. 

“I'll tell you things about Penn- 
sylvania that no one could tell 
you unless he's actually been 
there,” Beamesderfer said des- 
perately.

ter plan’’ to enslave the 


world, 

In a lengthy report to Presi- 
dent Truman, made public today, 
Justice Jackson said: 

“We will accuse a large num- 
ber of individuals and officials 
who were in authority in the 


government, in: the military es- 
tablishment, including the Gen- 
eral Staff, and in the financial, 
industrial, and economic life of 
Germany, who by ail civilized 
standards are provable to be 
common criminals. 

“We also propose to establish 
the criminal character of sev- 
eral voluntary organizations 
which have played a cruel and 
controlling part in subjugating, 
first, the German people; and 
then their neighbors. 

“It is not, of course, suggested 
that a person should be judged 
a criminal merely because he 
voted for certain candidates or 
maintained political affiliations 
in the sense that we in Ameri- 
ca support political parties. Thee 
organizations which we will ac- 
cuse have no resemblance to 
our political parties. 

“Orgapizations such as the 
Gestapo and the S.S. were di- 
rect action units, and were re- 
| cruited from volunteers § ac- 
cepted only because of aptitude 
for, and fanatical devotion to, 
their violent purposes.” 


Justice Jackson said that in the 
trial of organizations as organiza- 
tions, the American proposal was 
to demonstrate their declared and 
covert objectives, methods of re- 
cruitment, structure, lines of re- 
sponsibility and methods of effec- 
tuating their programs. 


Procedure Against Organizations, 
“In this trial,” he said, “im- 
portant representative members 
will be allowed to defend their 
organizations as well as them- 
selves. The best practicable 
notice will be given, that named 
organizations stand accused and 
that any member is privileged to 
ete and join in their defense. 

“If in the main trial an organ- 
ization is found to be criminal, 
the second stage will be to iden- 
tify and try before regular mili- 
tary tribunals individual mem- 
bers not already personally con- 
victed in the principal case. 

“Findings in the main trial that 
an organization is criminal in na- 
ture will be conclusive in any sub- 
sequent proceedings against in- 
dividual members. 

“The individual member 
thereafter be allowed to plead 
only personal defenses or extenu- 
ating circumstances, such as that 
he joined under duress, and as to 
those defenses he should have the 
burden of proof. 


“There is nothing novel in the 
idea that one may lose a part of 
or all his defense if he fails to 
assert it in an appointed forum 
at an earlier time. In United 
States wartime legislation § this 
principle has been utilized and 
sustained as consistent with our 
concept of due process of law.’ 

Asserting that “We must estab- 
lish incredible events by credible 
evidence.” Justice Jackson said 
that his group was concerned with 
the Nazi master plan and not with 
individual barbarities and _ per- 
versions which occurred  inde- 
pendently of any central plan.

Chinese authorities announced 
the capture of the highway and 
river junction city of Mengshan, 
80 miles east of Liuchow and 85 
miles south of Kweilin. The lat- 
ter city appeared to be increas- 
ingly threatened by Chinese drives. 
from the west, southwest and 
south. 

In eastern Kwangsi province, 
where American and Chinese re 
ports said the former Fourteenth 
Air Force base of Liuchow was 
back in Chinese hands, American 
planes in direct support of ground 
troops struck at the northward 
fleeing enemy in the triangle 
formed by Liuchow, Pinglo and 
Kweilin, the provincial capital. 

Other American planes yester- 
day and Tuesday struck at the 
Japanese in wide sweeps which 
ranged all the way from Peiping 
in the north to the coastal rail- 
road of French Indochina. They 
hit railroad installations, rolling 
stock and bridges and hit river 
shipping and truck convoys, @ 
communique said. 

The Chinese high command said 
Chinese planes yesterday scored 
direct hits on 10 trains on the 
Peiping-Hankow railroad. They 
also struck in Honan province in 
support of ground forces.

Two troop trains carrying a 
total of 425 Americans liberated 
from German prison camps, about 
50 from St. Louis, arrived at Jef- 
ferson Barracks yesterday after- 
noon and last night, bringing 
home many flyers wiso told of a 
variety of cruelties inflicted by 
their captors. 

Their accounts of grim hard- 
ships, including lengthy solitary 
confinement and threats of de- 
livery to the Gestapo for refusal 
to betray American Army secrets, 
contrasted with tender reunions. 

Besides the returned prisoners, 
last night’s arrivals included four 
St. Louis officers home fron’ 
Europe with the Pacific-bound 
First Army, famed for its wal» 
time firsts. It was first into Ge» 
many and is now the first fight- 
ing group to send home a cor 
plete unit for redeployment to the 
Japanese war. Here on 30-day fur- 
lough are Col. Cleon A. Freeman,

He said 
as he was led away by uniformed 
Nazis a small child spit at him 
and threw a rock.

Navy officer, two State Depart- 
ment officials and three New

Taken into custody by agents of 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 


tion in New York and Washing- 
ton late yesterday, the six were 
charged with conspiring to violate 
a section of the espionage statute 
covering unauthorized possession 
or transmittal of national defense 
data. 

The FBI said documents, rang- 
ing from “restricted” to “top 
secret” were stolen from the State, 
War and Navy Departments, the 
highly secret Office of Strategic 
Services, the Office of War In- 
formation and the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. Part of 
FCC’s wartime work has been re- 
cording enemy broadcasts. 

Acting Secretary of State Grew 
said in a statement today that 
the arrests were “one result of 
a comprehensive’ security pro- 
gram.” He declared that such a 
security program is to be “‘con- 
tinued unrelentingly in order to 
stop completely the illegal and 
disloyal conveyance of confiden- 
tial and other secret informa- 
tion to unauthorized persons.” 

Under arrest here are: 

Lt. Andrew Roth, 26 years old, 
of Arlington, Va., former Columbia 
University honor student, who 
served for a time in the Office of 
Naval Intelligence. A reserve of- 
ficer, he is not at present on ac- 
tive duty. 

Emmanuel Sigurd Larsen, 47, of 
Washington, specialist in the 
China division of the State De- 
partment Office of Far Eastern 
Affairs. 

John Stewart Service, 35, of

Free tickets had been distrib- 
uted to individuals and organiza- 
tions on a first-come, first-served 
basis, and the audiences at the 
Auditorium were made up of per-|

“T am able to report,” he told 
the President, “that no substan- 
tial difference exists between the 
United Kingdom representatives 
and ourselves and that minor dif- 
ferences have adjusted easily as 
one or the other of us advanced 
the better reason for his views.” 

The French provisional govern- 
ment, he said, had accepted “in 
principle” the American proposal 
and was expected shortly’ to 
designate its representative for 
the trial. 

Soviet Russia, he said, “while 
not yet ‘ committed,” had been 
kept informed and there was no 
reason to doubt that it would 
united in the prosecution. 

He indicated that when the 
United States, Great Britain, So- 
viet Russia and France had 
agreed of procedure, other United 
Nations would become adherents 
of the agreement.

Jackson explained = at length, 
would be based on “the juridical 
principle that aggressive _war- 
making is illegal and criminal,” 
and would not recognize ‘‘the ob- 
solete doctrine that a head of 
state is immune from legal lia 
bilitv.” He continued: 

“There is more than a sus- 
picion that this idea is a relic 
of the doctrine of the divine 
right of kings. It is, in any 
event, inconsistent with the po- 
sition we take toward our own 
officials, who are frequently 
brought to court at the suit of 
citizens who allege their rights 
to have heen invaded. We do 
not accept the paradox that 
legal responsibility should be 
the least where power is the 
greatest. We stand on the 
principle of responsible govern- 
ment declared some three cen- 
turies ago to King James by 
Lord Chief Justice Coke, who 
proclaimed that even a king is 
still ‘under God and the law.’ 

“With the doctrine of immu- 
nity of a head of state usually 
is coupled another, that orders 
from an official superior pro- 
tect one who obeys them. It 
will be noticed that the com- 
bination of these two doctrines 
means that nobody is _ re- 
sponsible. Society as modernly 
organized cannot tolerate 
broad an area of official 
sponsibility.

Dr. Christian’s telegram to the | 


Hospital Commissioner, filed late 
last night, was: 

“I request that the resignation 
submitted by me On order by you 
be withdrawn. Careful considera- 
tion indicates necessity of full 
hearing on alleged basis for your 
request.” 

“We were not satisfied with the 
way the institution was being 
run,” Director Caulfield said, as 
to the reason for the request. He 
denied that political influences 
had had any part in the official 
decision. 

Dr. Christian said that a com- 
mittee of three, including two 
members of the Republican City 
Committee, had filed a complaint 
against him which stated, among 
other things, that he was “a lia- 


|| bility to the Republican party.” 


Dr. Christian connected _ this 
charge with his action in combat- 
ting what he termed the “accident 
racket,” and discharging an em- 
ploye who admitted a lawyer to a 
hospital ward at an improper 
time, and a telephone operator 
who informed an undertaker of 
deaths at the institution. 

After receiving the resignation, 
Dr. Grogan, with Caulfield’s ap- 
proval, designated Virgil Mc- 
Knight, chief clerk at the hospital, 
to act as~-superintendent until a 
new appointment is made. Dr. 
Christian was still on duty this 
morning. 

Dr. Christian, a Republican, said 
he had tried to abide by the civil | 
service law, under which he, as 
well as others at the institution, 
was appointed, and that he had 
succeeded in raising the standards 
of the hospital. He said he had 
retained some technical employes 
who. were at the hospital when he 
took charge Aug, 1, 1941, and had 
not inquired ag to their politics.

My dear Mr. President: 

I have the honor to report ac- 
complishments during the month 
since you named me as chief of 
counsel for the United States in 


prosecuting the principal Axis war 
criminals. In brief, I have select- 
ed staffs from the several services, 
departments and agencies con- 
cerned: worked out a plan for 
preparaiion, briefing and trial of 
the cases: allocated the work 
among the several agencies; in- 
structed those engaged in collect- 
ing or processing evidence; visited 
the European theater to expedite 
the examination of captured docu- 
ments, and the interrogation of 
witnesses and prisoners; co-ordi- 
nated our preparation of the main 
case with preparation by 
advocates of many cases not in- 
cluded in my responsibilities, and 
arranged co-operation and mutual 
assistance with the United Na- 
tions War Crimes Commission and 
with counsel appointed to repre- 


joint prosecution, 
mae * 


The responsibilities you have 
conferred on me extend only to 
“the case of major criminals 
whose offenses have no particular 
geographical localization and who 
will be punished by joint decision 
of the governments of the Allies,” 
as provided in the Moscow decla- 
ration of Nov. 1, 1943, by President 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister 
Churchill and Premier Stalin. It 
does not include localized cases of 
any kind. Accordingly, in visiting 
the European theater, I attempted 
to establish standards to segregate 
from our case against the princi- 
pal offenders, cases against many 
other offenders and to expedite 
their trial. These cases fall into 
three principal classes: 


1. The first class comprises of- 
fenses against military personnel 
of the United States—such, for ex- 
ample, as the killing of American 
airmen who crash-landed, and 
other Americans who became 
prisoners of war. In order to in- 
sure effective military operation, 
the field forces from time imme- 
morial have dealt with such of- 
fenses on the spot. Authorization 
of this prompt procedure, how- 
ever, had been withdrawn because 
of the fear of stimulating retalia- 
tion through execution of captured 
Americans on trumped-up charges. 
The surrender of Germany and 
liberation of our prisoners has 
ended that danger. The morale 
and safety of our own troops and 
effective government of the con- 
tro] area seemed to require prompt 
resumption of summary dealing 
with this type of case. Such pro- 
ceedings are likely to disclose evi- 
dence helpful to the case against 
the major criminals and will not 
prejudice it in view of the meas- 
ures I have suggested to preserve 
evidence and to prevent prema- 
ture execution of those who are 
potential defendants or witnesses 
in the major case. 

I flew to Paris and Frankfurt 
and conferred with Gens. Eisen- 
hower, Smith, Clay, and Betts, 
among others, and arranged to 
have a representative on hand 
to clear questions of conflict in 
any particular case. We.also ar- 
ranged an exchange of evidence 
between my staff and the thea- 
ter judge advocate’s staff, The 
officials of other countries were 
most anxious to help. For ex- 
ample, the French brought to 
Gen. Donovan and me in Paris 
evidence that civilians in Ger- 
many had beaten to death with 
wrenches three American airmen. 
They had obtained from the Ger- 
man burgomaster identification 
of the killers, had taken them 
into custody, and offered to de- 
liver them to our forces. Cases 
such as this are not infrequent. 
Under the arrangements _ per- 
fected, the military authorities are 
enabled to move in cases of this 
class without delay. Some are al- 
ready under way; some by now 
have been tried and verdicts ren- 
dered. Some concentration camp 
cases are also soon to go on trial. 


Second Class, Those to Be 
Tried at Scene of Crime. 


2. A second class of offenders, 
the prosecution of which will not 
interfere with the major case, 
consists of those who, under the 
Moscow declaration, are to be 
sent back to the scene of their 
crimes for trial by local authori- 
ties. These comprise _ localized 
offenses or atrocities against per- 
sons or property, usually of 
civilians of countries formerly oc- 
cupied by Germany. The part of 
thé United States in these cases 
consists of the identification of 
offenders and the surrender on 
demand of those who are within 
our control. 

The United Nations War Crimes 
Commission is especially con- 
cerned with cases of this kind. It 
represents many of the United 
Nations, with the exception of 
Russia. It has been usefully en- 
gaged as a body with which the 
aggrieved of all the United Na- 
tions have recorded their accusa- 
tions and evidence. Lord Wright,

3. In a third class of cases, 
each country, of course, is free 
to prosecute treason charges in 
its own tribunals and under its 
own laws against. its own traitor- 
ous ngtionals—Quislings, Lavals, 
“Lord Haw-Haws,” and the like. 

The consequence of these ar- 
rangements is that preparations 
for the prosecution of major war 
criminals will not impede or de- 
lay prosecution of other offend- 
ers. In these latter cases, how- 
ever, the number of known of- 
fenses is likely to exceed greatly 
the number of prosecutions, be- 
cause witnesses are rarely able 
satisfactorily to identify particu- 
lar soldiers in uniform whose acts 
they have witnessed, This diffi- 
culty of adequately identifying 
individual perpetrators of atro- 
cities and crimes makes it the 
more important that that we pro- 
ceed against the top officials and 
organizations responsible for 
originating the criminal policies, 
for only by so doing can there 
be just retribution for many of 
the most brutal acts,

Over a month ago the United 
States proposed to the United 
Kingdom, Soviet Russia ‘ and 
France a specific plan, in writing, 
that these four powers join in a 
protocol establishing an interna- 
tional military tribunal, defining 
the jurisdiction and powers of the 
tribunal, naming the categories of 
acts declared to be crimes, and 
describing those individuals and 
organizations to be placed on trial. 
Negotiation of such an agreement 
between the four powers is not 
yet completed. 

In view of the immensity of our 
task, it did not seem wise to await 
consummation of international ar- 
rangements before proceeding 
with preparation of the American 
case. Accordingly, I went to 
Paris, to American Army Head- 
quarters at Frankfurt and Wies- 
baden, and to London, for the pur- 
pose of assembling, organizing, 
and instructing personne] from the 
existing services and agencies and 
getting the different organizations 
co-ordinated and at work on the 
evidence. I uniformly met with 
eager co-operation. 


Asked Army to Segregate 
Suspected War Criminals. 


The custody and treatment of 
war criminals and suspects ap- 
peared to require immediate at- 
tention. I asked the War Depart- 
ment to deny those prisoners who 
are suspected war criminals the 
privileges which would appertain 
to their rank if they were merely 
prisoners of war; to assemble 
them at convenient and secure lo- 
cations for interrogation by our 
staff; to deny them access to the 
press; and to hold them in the 
close confinement ordinarily given 
suspected criminals. The War De- 
partment has been subjected to 
some criticism from the press for 
these measures, for which it is 
fair that I should acknowledge re- 
sponsibility. 

The most elementary considera- 
tions for insuring a fair trial and 
for the success of Our Case sug- 
gest the imprudence of permitting 
these prisoners to be interviewed 
indiscriminately or to use the fa- 
cilities of the press to convey in- 
formation to each other and to 
criminals yet uncaptured. Our 
choice is between treating them 
as honorable prisoners of war 
with the privileges of their ranks, 
or to classify them as war crim- 
inals) in which case they should 
be treated as such. I have assur- 
ancés from the War Department 
that \those likely to be accused as 
war criminals will be kept in close 
confinement and stern control.

can representatives. Despite the 
fact that the prosecution of the 
major war criminals’ involves 
problems of no mean dimensions, 
I am able to report that no sub- 
stantial differences exist between 
the. United Kingdom representa- 
tives and ourselves, and that 
minor differences have adjusted 
easily as one or the other of us 
advanced the better reasons for 
his view. 

The provisional government of 
the French Republic has advised 
that it accepts in principle the 
American proposals for trials be- 
fore an international military tri- 
bunal. It is expected to designate 
its representative shortly. The 
government of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, while not yet 
committed, has been kept  in- 
formed of our steps and there is 
no reason to doubt that it will 
unite in the prosecution. We pro-

The time, I think, has come 
when it is appropriate to outline 
the basic features of the plan of 
prosecution on which we are 
tentatively proceeding in prepar- 
ing the case of the United States. 

1. The American case is being 
prepared on the assumption that 
an inescapable responsibility rests 
upon this country to conduct an 
inquiry, preferably in association 
with others, but alone if neces- 
sary, into the culpability of those 
whom there is probable cause to 
accuse of atrocities and other 
crimes. We have many such men 
in our possession. What shall we 
do with them? We could, of 
course, set them at large without 
a hearing. 

But it has cost unmeasured 
thousands of American lives to 
beat and bind these men. To free 
them without a trial would mock 
the dead and make cynics of the 
living. On the other hand, we 
could execute or otherwise punish 
them without a hearing. But un- 


ishments without definite findings 
of guilt, fairly arrived at, would 
violate pledges repeatedly given, 
and would not set easily on the 
American conscience or be re- 
membered by our children with 
pride. The only other course is 
to determine the innocence or 
guilt of the accused after a hear-| 
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a as dispassionate as the times 
and the horrors we deal with will 
permit, and upon a record that 
will leave our reasons and motives 
clear. 

2. These hearings, however, | 
must not be regarded in the same | 
light as a trial under our system, 
where defense is a matter of con- 
stitutional right. Fair hearings for | 
the accused are, of course, re- 
quired to make sure that we pun-| 
ish only the right men and for) 
the right reasons.

In arranging these trials we 
must also bear in mind the aspir- 
ations with which our people have 
faced the sacrifices of war. After 
we entered the war, and as we ex- 
pended our’men and our wealth 
to stamp out these wrongs, it was 
the universal feeling of our people 
that out of this war should come 
unmistakable rules and workable 
machinery from which any who 
might contemplate another era of 
brigandage would know that they 
would be held personally respon- 
sible and would be personally pun- 
ished. Our people have been wait- 
ing for these trials in the spirit of 
Woodrow Wilson, who hoped to 
“give to international law the kind 
of vitality which it can only have 
if it is a real expression of our 
moral judgment.” 


Legal Charges to Be Made 


Against Nazis and Groups. 
Against this background it may 
be useful to restate in more tech- 
nical lawyer’s terms the legal 
charges against the top Nazi 
leaders and those voluntary asso- 
ciations such as the SS. and 
Gestapo which clustered about 
them and were ever the prime 
instrumentalities, first, in cap- 
turing the German state, and. 
then, in directing the German 
State to its spoliations against 
the rest of the world. 


(A) Atrocities and offenses 
against persons or property con- 
stituting violations of international 
law, including the laws, rules and 
customs: of land and naval war- 
fare. The rules of warfare are 
well established and generally ac- 
cepted by the nations. They make 
offenses of such conduct as killing 
of the wounded, refusal of quar- 
ter, ill treatment of prisoners of 
war, firing on undefended locali- 
ties, poisoning of wells and 
streams, pillage and wanton de- 
struction and ill treatment of ine 
habitants in occupied territory. 


(B) Atrocities and offenses, in- 
cluding atrocities and persecutions 
on racial or religious grounds, 
committed since 1933. This is only 
to recognize the principles of 
criminal law as they are generally 
observed in civilized states. These 
principles have been assimilated 
as a part of international law at 
least since 1907. The fourth 
Hague Convention provided that 
inhabitants and belligerents shall 
remain under the protection and 
the rule of “the principles of the 
law of nations, as they resuit 
from the usage established among

An Englishman on Syria 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In view of the recent comparisons be- 
tween the present distressing events in 
Syria and those in Greece of some 
@ponths ago, I feel it is only fair to 
point out that the situations, while ap- 
@arently similar, do differ very radically. 

Yn Greece, the disturbances were be- 
hind the lines of a military force pur- 
suing the enemy, If allowed to continue, 
they might well have adversely affected 
the prosecution of the war in that area. 
This can scarcely be said of the Syrian 
uprising. Furthermore, the conflict in 
Greece was basically between Greeks. 

But above all, the findings of a group 
of British members of Parliament 
(largely Socialists), who visited Greece 
immediately after the cessation of hos- 
tilities, and who had been very bitterly 
critical of the Government's policy, 
showed that the EAM (or ELAS) could 
not claim in any way to represent the 
majority of the Greek people, and had 
tried by a coup d’etat to force their 
brand of dictatoyial, one-party govern- 
ment on the people before the promised 
elections. 

They were also proved to have com- 
mitted atrocities against their political 
and military opponents. In short, we 
restored order, placing no claims for 
postwar military or economic advan- 
tages. Therefore, while in both in- 
stances it would appear that a more 
liberal use should have been made of 
tact, the only really common factor be- 
tween the Grecian and Syrian disputes 
is their geographical position.

Surely this is a strange way of re- 
garding the episode. If Mr. Churchill 
reads the editorial, it will give him 
cause for a delighted chuckle. After 
all, it didn’t require much more “cour- 
age” for the British to throw their 
weight around in Syria, where they 
greatly outgumber the French, than it 
did for them to go into Greece (after 
the Germans had left) and push the in- 
adequately armed Greeks around. 

As to the “rights and interests” of the 
Arabs, I think they would be just as 
safe (if not safer) in French hands as 
in British hands. It will be a new role 
indeed if the British really start to 
worry much about any interests other 
than British interests. 

It is highly desirable that we work 
with our allies, the British, and even 
yield on matters of principle at times 
where that is necessary. But if we 
must do this, let’s do it honestly and 
not pretend that the British are play- 
ing a noble, altruistic part, when it is

Yo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The recent letter of Lt. J. M. Arndt 
regarding the proposed restaurant clean- 
up ordinance was of great interest to 
me, although I am not connected with 
the restaurant business. It interests me 
because it shows the one profit we may 
hope to realize out of this war-——-the 
benefit to civilian business from the ex- 
perience of our young men in the Army. 

The truth and sound common sense of 
IA. Arndt’s prescription of “elbow 
grease” as the main ingredient of clean- 
liness are undeniable. However, some 
of the things which Lt. Arndt quite 
naturally takes for granted are actually 
techniques which the Army has worked 
out and which, for the present, are 
closely guarded as military secrets. 

Civilian industry greatly admires the 
great efficiency of the Army with its 
few simple pieces of equipment, and 
will certainly do its best to emulate it 
as soon as a few of the above-mentioned 
secrets which make it possible can be 
divulged.

A Great Mass Migration 


At long last, the repatriation of slave labor 
and war prisoners has really begun in Europe. 
The recent agreement between the military au- 
thorities of Russia and the Western Allies on the 
method of exchange will be activated by the set- 
ting up of the Big Four council in Berlin. 

The stage is now set for what undoubtedly will 
be the greatest mass migration of all history. 
This should mean the end of-the false starts and 
frustrations which have made forced labor the 
most difficult problem which has confronted 
Eisenhower’s armies since V-E day. 

The final agreement on more direct methods 
than before in exchanging liberated persons 
should ease nerves on both sides of the military 
frontier, and also begin to bring order out of the 
chaos which has existed back of the lines for 
several weeks. Louis P. Lochner recently called 
‘attention to the whirlwind Germany has reaped 
by her importation of slave labor on a scale 
which the pyramid-building Pharaohs never 
dreamed of. The millions snatched from the 
native soil of Russia, France, the Low Countries 
and Southeastern Europe lived the lives of 
pariahs in bare barracks, and it was but natural 
that on liberation, they ran wild. 

Raymond Daniell of the New York Times 
wrote from Heidelberg: ‘These hapless, help- 
less humans’ first thought was revenge.” Their 
next was to hit the road—any road—and start 
moving in the direction of home. 

Millions of these “displaced persons,” the 
Allies’ official title for them, have been wander- 
ing across devastated Europe. The Allied au- 
thorities anticipated that this would happen, 
and a paper plan was made more than a year 
ago for SHAEF and UNRRA to set up some 200 
collection centers where trained teams would 
handle the distressed freedmen, feed and heal 
them and start them home in an organized way. 

Unfortunately, the Army did not even start 
recruiting the teams until December; as late as 
April, SHAEF reiterated that “only after Ger- 
many’s collapse will the Displaced Persons 
Branch of headquarters and UNRRA start func- 
tioning.” 

Even then, prowling bands were scavenging 
guns and ammunition from those the armies had 
left behind and were ravaging the countryside. 
A little later, they actually captured towns and 
set up temporary dictatorships. SHAEF and 
UNRRA stepped up the recruitment and action 
of their collection-center teams, and better care 
began to be given the half-starved, half-crazed 
folk freed from the Nazi labor camps. 

The latest estimates are that about a million 
Western Europeans and Americans will be 
moved west from the Russian-occupied zone, 
while from 1,500,000 to 2,500,000 Russian ex- 
prisoners and slave laborers will start the long 
road back to the steppes. 

The homing instinct is strong in man, and 
years under Nazi oppression did not subdue it. 
It is believed that most of this horde should be 
back in their own countries in two or three 
months. It is a consummation devoutly to be 
wished by the world, for their mistreatment is 
among the major crimes of the war. —

The Cost of Elbow Grease 


In the letter column today, L. B. Godbey has 
some sport in making the point that the Army 
can get elbow grease to keep things clean cheap- 
er than St. Louis restaurants can. Mr. Godbey’s 
remarks leave room for more sport. 

The Army, he says, gets kitchen labor for $50 
a month. In addition, however, the Army clothes 
and feeds its labor, gives it a place to sleep, takes 
care of its teeth and vermiform appendix and 
contributes an allowance for its wife and chil- 
dren, That elbow grease, in the end, costs the 
Army more than twice $50 a month. 

How about St. Louis restaurants? A month of 
40-hour weeks amounts to 173 hours. Many res- 
taurants pay their labor not more than 28.9 
cents an hour, which amounts to exactly $50 a 
month. Most employes receive free meals, but 
no restaurant provides free rent, clothing, med- 
ical service and allowances for dependents. 

Because restaurants pay so much less than the 
Army, their workers have greater reason to take 
other jobs. That leads, on Mr. Godbey’s own 
premise, to the conclusion that a law to estab- 
lish a 40-cent minimum wage would promote 
cleaner restaurants and smaller labor turn-over. 

A bill to this end is now before the Missouri 
House. It should pass. So should an effective 
restaurant sanitation ordinance.

Delay in the War Crimes Trials 

Senator Scott W. Lucas was justifiably in- 
dignant in the Senate yesterday about the un- 
conscionable delays in starting the trials of war 
criminals. Many will join in his insistence that, 
if joint action is delayed much longer, we go 
ahead to try the high criminals now in the hands 
of United States authorities. 

There is something immensely disappointing 
in the news from London that, after a six-day 
session, the War Crimes Commission agreed to 
keep the names of accused persons secret for 
an indefinite period. Furthermore, Lord Wright, 
the chairman, admits there is no agreement on 
procedure and no sign of an early start. 

It is hinted that Russia’s failure to participate 
has held things back; that there is lack of com- 
plete co-operation by the military authorities of 
the Western Allies; that the individual govern- 
ments are carrying on their own investigations. 
While the log-jam continues, evidence grows 
cold, witnesses disappear and the chance of con- 
victing the guilty grows less and less. 

The indignation is not only among civilians, 
but even more among fighting men. The Senator 
read a letter from a young soldier who had got 
fighting mad at pictures of the grinning German 
Generals who thought their capture “just the 
end of a game.” It was a game, the Yank 
wrote, which was over “permanently for my 
buddies that fell screaming with pain. They 
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were just kids, like myself.” No wonder he 
felt that “German Generals, every damn one 
of them, are just as guilty as the butchers who 
ran the pens.” 

It would be a hideous travesty on our insist- 
ence that these men be tried and, if found guilty, 
made to pay the price, for procedural delays to 
let them go free. The people of America will 
echo the soldier's appeal: ‘‘Don't let them get 
away with it.”

So the Nation Will See the Films. 


St. Louisans have a special interest in the 
Army’s decision to make the Signal Corps films 
of the Nazi murder camps available for exhibi- 
tion throughout the country. It was the out- 
pouring of citizens here to the public showings 
at Kiel Auditorium that convinced the War De- 
partment that other cities would welcome an 
opportunity to see these historic pictures. 

Army officials were dubious at first about the 
public attitude toward the grim evidence of the 
films. So St, Louis became a testing ground, 
and the tremendous turnout here, which had 
reached 81,500 with the completion of the five 
days, convinced the authorities that there is a 
strong public demand for their exhibition. 

It was, in one respect, a severe test. Some 
persons said that, because of this city’s large 
group of citizens of German descent, such an ex- 
hibition might be resented. This proved an un- 
worthy suspicion. Great numbers of citizens 
came from all sections of the city, and those 
with Germanic names were no less stirred in 
their reaction to the evidence of barbarities than 
those of other extraction. St. Louis has proved 
itself an all-American city. 

For the fine success of the film display, a rous- 
ing salute is due the citizens’ committee which 
handled the unprecedented event. Particular 
credit goes to Mayor Kaufmann, who sponsored 
the film and made a convincing case to the War 
Department for its release; to the Director of 
Public Safety, Charles J. Riley, and to A. H. 
Falkenhainer, chairman of the committee. They 
assumed a very tough job, and carried it out suc- 
cessfully. They set an example that will now be 
followed by other cities throughout the country. 

It has beén a most instructive experience to 
St. Louis. The films’ sponsors made it possible, 
but in the final analysis it was the public’s eager- 
ness to learn that made the venture successful. 
A valuable purpose of national policy is served 
by reaching the largest possible audience, but 
the point could not have been driven home un- 
less large numbers of persons were sufficiently 
interested to go and see the films. This was 
the case in St. Louis, and it is safe to assume 
the same will be true all over the country. 

St. Louisans who have seen the films, and the 
Post-Dispatch exhibit of enlarged photographs, 
now know the nature of the German war 
methods, and the necessity for controlling and 
re-educating that vanquished enemy for a long 
period. The Army is well advised to make the 
same educational opportunity available in other 
cities. 
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Seven hundred thousand washing machines 
are proposed for civilian purchase in 1945.

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Give Bradley a Public Meeting 

It is most appropriate that Gen. Omar N. Brad- 
ley, whose exploits Missourians have vicariously 
counted their own, should visit his native State's 
largest city next Monday. St. Louisans will as- 
suredly turn out in force for the parade in his 
honor. 

There should also be a meeting where Gen. 
Bradley could speak to St. Louisans who cannot 
arrange to attend daytime events. As the sched- 
ule stands, Gen. Bradley will dine with and speak 
to the Chamber of Commerce. It would be a 
gracious and popular gesture if the chamber 
would modify its plan by proceeding from the

Where’s the Radio Council? 


One of the recent Cleveland polls showing 
landslide opposition among listeners to news- 
broadcast plug-uglies was that taken by the 
Radio Council of Greater Cleveland, and this 
brings up the quesion, What’s become of the 
Radio Council of St. Louis? 

This was organized on Nov. 20, 1944, amid 
high expectations that it would be a powerful 
force in obtaining voluntary improvement of 
radio programs and the handling of commercial 
announcements, Representatives of radio sta- 
tions and numerous groups—educational, civic, 
etc.—took part in the first meeting. Speeches 
were made, and the organization was dedicated 
to the highest principles of helping radio to im- 
prove itself in behalf of the listerrer’s interest. 

Since then, nothing has been heard of any 
activities by the Radio Council. It could be a 
helpful and powerful influence. For instance, a 
campaign to abolish insertion of commercial mat- 
ter in the middle of news broadcasts—plug- 
uglies—is now in progress over the country. Why 
shouldn’t the Radio Council take a hand in this, 
by means of a poll such as its Cleveland counter- 
part conducted, and by other methods? It’s 
time for this promising organization to wake up 
1o its opportunities. 
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Better Pay for St. Louis:Teachers 

Better teachers, fewer resignations and im- 
proved staff morale will be among the results 
if the Board of Education agrees with its instruc- 
tion committee that a readjusted salary schedule 
for St. Louis teachers is in order. 

Since there has been no basic change in the 
scale since 1925, it is obvious that many teach- 
ers, especially those newly in the system, are 
underpaid. For -those with families to sup- 
port or assist, this has been a hardship in a 
period of increased living costs. 

The board’s recommendation is a carefully 
studied plan that would induce long service, 
and would co-ordinate salaries more effectively 
than now with training and experience. Super- 
intendent Hickey’s assurance that the change 
will place no additional burden on the school 
budget in the first year, together with the com- 
mittee’s unanimous approval of the plan, should 
be convincing evidence for the board as a whole.

A Letter te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


As a member of the NAB News Commit- 
tee that drafted the recent proposals for 
improved news programming and as a 
broadcaster of 20 years’ experience, I agree 
with many of your contentions for improved 
standards. I think that, given a reasonable 
amount of time, the majority of the sta- 
tions will adopt the recommended policy 
changes. 


Some few newspapers among that minor- 
ity which feel a God-given right to exclusiv- 
ity in journalism, have published editorials 
based upon your campaign against so-called 
“plug-uglies” in news broadcasts. 


More often than not, these editorials go 
astray from the original contentions of the 
Post-Dispatch and become, in fact, blanket 
indictments against all radio stations’ news 
policies. Most of these publishers, however, 
quote the Post-Dispatch sufficiently to im- 
ply that the responsibility rests with your 
paper rather than their own. 


What Anti-Radio Papers Omit 


These newspapers which are quick to ac- 
cept the editorials against plug-uglies and 
to attach thereto their own many interpre- 
tations, plus many other editorials aimed at 
broadcasting, have remained conspicuously 
aloof from printing any of the subsequent 
editorials of the Post-Dispatch or other pub- 
lications which have recently accorded gen- 
erous tributes to broadcasting, particularly 
with regard to its service to the public in 
handling the news of the death of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 


In contrast, the much-quoted Post- 
Dispatch, along with many other leading 
publications, joined with the Government 
leaders in praising radio for the service 
rendered in this instance. 


I find little tendency among anti-radio 
papers tocarry reprints of the Post-Dispatch 
editorial of April 10, 1945, “In the Interest 
of Radio,” in spite of the enthusiastic in- 
dorsement they have accorded to some of 
the articles critical of radio which the 
Post-Dispatch has published. Perhaps the 
reason is obvious, if we read an excerpt 
from the Post-Dispatch editorial of April 
10. This, mind you, is written by one of 
the nation’s leading daily papers: 


“We repeat that radio has done a mag- 
nificent job in the transmission of news, to 
the point that many people prefer to get 
their news over the radio rather than 
through the columns of the daily. newspa- 
per. New techniques, such as the roundups 
of capitals and battle-fronts, have brought 
the war vividly to every household, 


Stations Want to Improve 


“Too much praise cannot be given to the 
networks for designing these new tech- 
niques and for the general excellence of 
the newscasts themselves. By the very na- 
ture of its medium, radig’s superiority over 
newspapers in the immediate transmission 
of important news has long been obvious. 
The newspaper ‘extra,’ once the fastest 
means of communicating news of extraor- 
dinary importance, is just about as dead as 
the dodo.” 


We of radio have no fears, as we believe 
our record of public service in wartime 
more’ than compensates for the human 
errors we may make. As an industry com- 
posed, in the main, of men with a high 
sense of publi¢ responsibility, we can admit 
and correct our errors. 


I think that the majority of stations heve 
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been cognizant of the need for improving 
their standards, and had taken initial steps 
at least, to accomplish this objective before 
the Post-Dispatch started its campaign. 


This may not be true of the networks. 
There are many stations carrying network 
commitments in news programs that are 
in violation of these stations’ local policies, 
a condition which may take a _ longer 
amount of time to rectify than in the case 
of their local originations, but which just 
as surely will be corrected. TI note that 
you, too, admit this difficulty in your own 
NBC-affiliated station, KSD. 


The anti-radio newspaper is untrue to it- 
self, for the people judge the newspaper in- 
dustry by this minority, instead of realiz- 
ing that by far the majority of modern 
newspapers work in close co-operation with 
their standards, and has taken initial steps, 
news, and that each has its permanent place 
in service to our democracy. 


In spite of the paper shortage, insuffi- 
cient help: and other wartime problems, 
newspapers are, in the main, rendering the 
finest service in their history to American 
readers, While radio, by the very nature 
of its fast means of communication, may 
get there first with the news, a no less im- 
portant service is rendered by the newspa- 
per, which provides a more detailed cover- 
age, plus a permanent record of the news 
for future perusal. 


Same News Sources for Radio, Prese 


As for accuracy, newspapers and radio 
are on a par. Excluding purely local 
sources of news, they rely upon the same 
agencies for news of national and interna- 
tional import. The same press associations 
which gerve the newspapers also serve ra- 
dio. If there is an error, as sometimes oc- 
curs, both newspapers and radio are the 
victim. The only difference is that by vir- 
tue of radio’s ability to get out the news 
quickly, newspapers are sometimes spared 
the pain of error, in that correction comes 
over the wire before the time of publication. 


Both newspaper and radio have a big job 
to do. Their responsibility is increased 
manyfold ag a result of the war. Regard- 
less of the individual attitudes of publish- 
ers and radio men, the incomparable job 
that each does for the public is augmenta- 
tive and not competitive.

W. E. B. DuBois, one of the strongeat 
among the Negro leaders who command . 
reapect inside and outside their race over 
the handicap of prejudice, was present at 
the peace conference after World War IL 
He witnessed the futile efforts of Woodrow 
Wilson to extend the benefits of a costly 
victory to the touchy area of imperialism. 
Mr. DuBois’s new book is largely a com- 
parison of the prospects, after the two 
wars, of the world’s 750,000,000 people under 
colonial rule. 

DuBois is justifiably bitter about the lack 
of attention paid to colonies by the other- 
wise broad pattern laid down at Dumbar- 
ton Oaks. Only the Chinese protested 
against what DuBois considers the manner 
in which “Dumbarton Oaks consist- 
ently passed over the matter of colonies.” 
Their protest was uSeless because it came 
at the conclusion of the meeting, when the 
proposals had already been approved by 
the big powers. 

DuBois’s study of imperialism includes 
little that is new. He calls Britain's im- 
perialism the worst only because it is the 
most extensive, and counters our success- 
ful handling of the Philippines with the 
deplorable situation of Puerto Rico.

In one chapter, perhaps the best in the 
book, DuBois talks of Russia. With few 
negative notes, he considers the universal 
suffrage with uprooting of racial prejudice 
under the Soviet regime one of the most 
remarkable achievements of any quarter- 
century in world history. 

Soviet Russia, he declares, “has dared to 
face front-forward the problem of poverty, 
and to place on the uncurbed power of con- 
centrated wealth the blame for widespread 
and piteoug penury. It has not lied about 
poverty. It has not distorted the facts. It 
has not, like mogt nations, without effort 
to solve it, declared the insolubility of the 
problem of the poor. And above all, it has 
not falsely placed on the poor the blame 
for their wretched condition.” 

In all the diffusion of purpose at San 
Francisco, it is comforting to read the 
clear mandate of an American minority, 
voiced through one of its most distin- 
guished leaders, that colonialism if undis- 
turbed will always remain a potential root 
of war. Our surviving enemy, Japan, has 
cunningly used it to great advantage in 
this war, Our belated recognition seems 
obvious.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 7— 
Last-ditch opposition of Republi- 
can Floor Leader H. R. Williams 
and several other Republican Sen- 
ators to the adoption of a merit 
system for state employes gives 
a strong indication that a deter- 
mined fight will be made, not only 
o avoid establishment of a sys- 
tem but to evade the constitution- 
al mandate that one be set up for 
penal and eleemosynary institu- 
tions. 

Williams and Senators Hart of 
Camden county and Hawkins of 
Miller county, all veteran Repub- 
lican politicians, voiced unalter- 


~\|able opposition to the elimination 


‘of politics in the selection of state 
employes. 

The question arose when a Dill 
increasing salaries of employes of 
eleemosynary institutions was 
called up for passage yesterday. 
Hawkins presented an amendment 
to provide that the total number 
of employes be equally divided be- 
tween Republicans and Demo- 
crats. 

Senator Allison (Dem.) of Rolla 
raised the question whether such 
an amendment would not be in 
conflict with the new Constitu- 
tion, whjch provides that em- 
ployes of penal and eleemosynary 
institutions shall be chosen by 
‘competitive examination on a 
merit basis. ) 
| Hart said that as the state now 
‘had no merit system, he believed 
the Legislature could work out 
in which politics would be 
recognized. 
| Williams, always blunt and out- 
spoken, gave his views on political 
patronage, 

‘I am tired of hiring mug- 
-wumps,” he said. “State employes 
‘should be real Democrats or real 
Republicans. To keep up the po- 
ittea! parties you have to give 
‘them the jobs. This country was 
built up by political parties, not 
|by crackpot social workers, who 
come in to get the gravy when 
the job is done. There is no bay- 
‘horse sense to that. 
| “Instead of picking these em- 
|ployes on the basis of the number 


t

of hours of college credits they 
have, they should be picked on 
the basis of the number of hours 
they have devoted to _ political 
party work. 
“When anybody applies for a 
job, he ought to be asked whether 
he is a Democrat or a Republican, 
and if he says he is neither, his 
application should be thrown out 
of the window. That’s the way I 
would handle it. We can create a 
system unde: which the employes 
can belong to either party.” 
Senator Francis Smith (Dem.) 
of St. Joseph, discussing the 
amendment. said that its adop- 
tion would be in violation of the 
constitution and it would be void. 
He pointed out that any existing 
law in conflict with the constitu- 
tion would be valid until July 1, 
1946, and then would become void, 
but that any change in the pres- 
ent law which did not conform to 
the constitution would be void 
from the time of passage. 


After lengthy debate, at the re- 
quest of President Pro Tem 
Matthes (Rep.) of Jefferson 
County, who had not joined in de- 
nunciation of merit systems, ac- 
tion on the bill was postponed to 
provide time to work out a plan 


that would meet constitutional re- 
quirements.

Sweet Potato Plantings 


you space sweet potatoes in 

your garden. You see, they 
are not soil hogs; they are sur- 
face spreaders, the vines growing 
extensively. Within a few weeks, 
they may be many feet long, 
branched and well covered with 
glossy, dark green leaves, You 
might be able to fit a row or two 


Heo are some tips to help 


‘across the front of your plot and 


train the vines out onto the grass. 
Maybe you will want to use them 
as a sort of frame for the tomato 
or corn rows and train the vines 
between. They make a fine soil 
shader, a verdant mulch that pro- 
tects the surface against baking 
and water evaporation, and keeps 
down the weeds. 


When I suggest there is hardly 
@ more attractive border for the 
walk from the back door to the 
garage or even the front door to 
the sidewalk, I don’t think I am 
prejudiced by my appetite. I think 
this farmer’s member of the -morn- 
ing glory family deserves a cordial 
welcome from the landscapers. As 
an extra incentive to your find- 
ing some way te include sweet po- 
tatoes in your garden plan, re- 
member that the wet weather has 
seriously cut down Irish potato 
plantings. You may be extra glad 
for your foresight when you har- 
vest this popular and nutritious 
substitute. 


Now for some tips on selecting 
the plants. There are plenty of 
good Porto Rico and Nancy Hall 
plants at the stores now. Both 
do well in this locality and are 
similar in leafage and tubers. Se- 
lection should be decided by the 
root systems. It isn’t the well 
developed foliage, but rather the 
well branched root system that 
promises a good start in your 
garden. Don’t let the eye appeal 
of big leaf growth mislead you. 

If there is any vegetable that 
is a “poor soil crop,” it is the 
sweet potato, grown in many sec- 
tions where the soil is too poor 
to produce anything eles. That 
doesn’t mean that sweet potatoes 
aren't thankful. Harvest figures 
leap with correct fertilizing. Try 
this plan: Make a furrow four 
or five inches deep and spread 
in Victory Garden Fertilizer at 


the rate of a scant pound for 
each 10 feet of row. If you have 
wood ashes from a fireplace, add 
a very thin scattering of the 
ashes along with the fertilizer. 
Now you are ready to pull back 
the soil and make a hill three or 
four inches high. Rounded sides 
and a rather plateau-shaped top 
will keep the ridge from drging 
out too quickly and prevent wash- 
ing just in case another down- 
pour comes along before the vines 
cover the soil. 

If you haven't a sturdy “dibble,” 
you can use a round stick about 
an inch thick—how about that 
old broom-handle?—to make the 
holes for the plants. Some of the 
experts advise setting the plants 
on the slant. I haven’t doped out 
the reason but from my own test- 
ing, it seems to be a good tip. 

“Puddling” is a common prac- 
tice in sweet potato planting. By 
dipping the roots into thick, 
muddy water before you set them 
into the ground, you encourage 
the roots to form immediate con- 
tact with the soil. That’s easy 
anti-wilt insurance, 

Whether you “puddle” or not, 
give each plant a good root soak- 
ing after you have set it in the 
hole and pressed some soil against 
the roots. I believe in welcoming 
my plants to the garden rows 
with a ready-to-eat meal, so I 
add about half a pound of Victory 
Garden Fertilizer to my two-gal- 
lon watering can, That doesn’t 
make a strong mixture for a 
“starter” solution. Sometimes a 
half poundto a gallon of water 
is advised but I think that is a 
bit too much when fertilizer has 
been placed under the ridge. 

It is easy to figure how many 
plants you will need. Figure on 
spacing them 15 inches apart in 
the rows. The rows may be from 
24 to 30 inches apart. Once the 
plants are in place, sweet potatoes 
practically take care of them- 
selves, except for an occasional 
shallow cultivation to keep down 
the weeds until the vines are 
heavy enough to shade the soil 
against competition. Then, there 
won't be any more real work un- 
til that good task of digging the 
crop this fall.

HYDE PARK, Wednesday. 
OR a long time I have been 
F concerned about our migratory 
farm workers, who move from 
place to place following the crops 
wherever there is need for their 
labor. I read in the paper the 
other day a report on conditions 
in some of the camps for these 
workers in New York state, and 
I must say, when I have seen 
some of the places in which fami- 
lies are expected to live, or ever 
just the barracks where we ex- 
pect the workers themselves to be 
housed, I am filled with shame. 
Now and then you seg some- 
thing really good, and then you 
find contented workers. Their 
comments are appreciative, but at 
the same time show surprise at 
the good conditions. These work- 
ers are essential. Without them 
our big growers of vegetables and 
small fruits and other seasonal 
crops could not possibly operate, 
and yet we have given very little 
thought to their problems. 
* * 


IF THESE WORKERS have 
children, how do those children 
get an education? It would really 
make sense if schools were or- 
ganized to move with them. As 
it is now, many of these children, 
if they go to school at all, go 
sporadically for a few months 
here and a few there, and there 
is no continuity in what they 
learn. It is from their ranks that 
we recruit a goodly number of 
our illiterates, 

You have but to read our draft 
records to know that we are not 
a people who are universally able 
to read and write, and in a de- 
mocracy those are two requisites 
to good citizenship. It is entirely 
true that intelligence cannot be 
judged by whether you are able 
to read and write; in many cases, 
this is only a question of whether 
you have had the opportunity to 
learn. But in our country, when 
we find illiterate people, it is an 
indication that as citizens we 
have not faced our responsibili- 
ties and tackled the difficult prob- 
lem of seeing that everyone has 
an opportunity for an education.

SINCE THE WAR, in order to 
get the emergency seasonal work 
done on our farms, we have im- 
ported labor through arrange- 


ments entered into with nearby 
countries. I was ashamed to read 
some of the things which Mexico 
felt it had to write into our labor 
contracts in order to protect those 
of its citizens who came to work 
on our farms and ranches. But I 
was giad, nevertheless, that the 
workers were protected. 

The other day I happened to 
see affidavits signed by workers 
who had come into Florida from 
the Bahama Islands, and the 
complaints which were made were 
not simply of poor living condi- 
tions. They were of treatment in 
which, apparently, the local gov- 
ernmental authorities connived 
with the employers in flagrant 
violation of civil liberties. Such 
practices as those sworn to in 
these affidavits can, of course, be 
fought by union action, but I also 
think they should be fought by 
our Federal government, which 
has a responsibility to the gov- 
ernments from which these work- 
ers came. 


Groom's Cake 
One and one-half pounds cur- 


rants (four and one-half cups), 
four cups sifted all-purpose flour, 
two and one-half teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, one-half teaspoon 
soda, one-half teaspoon cinnamon, 
one-half teaspoon nutmeg, one and 
one-fourth teaspoons salt, three- 
fourths cup shortening, one and 
one-half cups sugar, five eggs, 
one-half cup apricot or peach 
brandy, one cup coffee cream. 
Line two 9%x5%x2%-inch loaf 
pans with unglazed brown paper 
and grease well. Wash currants 
and dry on a towel. Sift next six 
ingredients together three times. 
Combine currants and one cup of 
flour mixture. Cream shortening 
and sugar until light and fluffy. 
Add one egg at a time, beating 
well after each addition. Add flour 
mixture and liquids alternately, 
beginning and ending with flour. 
Add currants and mix well. Turn 
into pans. If cake is to be eaten 
immediately, place pan of water 
in 325-degree oven and bake 
loaves 80 to 90 minutes, If it is 
to be stored, bake without pan of 
water.” Allow to cool 15 minutes 
before removing from pan. Cool 
thoroughly. If cake is to be deco- 
rated, bake 24 hours ahead.

Works Garden Under Difficulties 


St. Louisan With Broken Leg Uses Home-Made Electrically Driven Vehicle

to hoe a garden, even when 

you have a broken leg. At 
least that is what Dale Stagner, 
who gave the problem a good deal 
of thought, discovered. After he 
suffered a compound fracture of 
his left leg, last January, he de- 
cided that crutches were all right, 
but a man needs his hands free 
if he wants to get his work done. 

Stagner, chief mechanic for the 
International Harvester Cos at the 
motor truck branch, 4010 West 
Pine boulevard, lives on three- 
quarters of an acre of land at 
8913 Madge avenue. He leaves a 
lot of his plot in grass for his two 
boys and young baby girl to en- 
joy, But he has also always 
liked to have flowers and veg- 
etables which take some cultiva- 
tion. After studying over the 
problem while he lay in the hos- 
pital, and later, at home, he built 
for himself an electrically driven 
vehicle. Now he drives about the 
garden, picking weeds, hoeing his 
tomatoes, and planting new seed- 
lings for a late vegetable garden. 

“I was in the hospital for five 
weeks,” Stagner explains, “Then 
I went home for a while. I went 
back to my desk at the office as 
soon as I could, because I’m the 
sort of person who has to keep 
busy. I got along all right at my 
work, but I was completely handi- 
capped at home. I learned to use 
my crutches, but that kept me 
from doing anything with my 
hands. Finally, when the doctor 
warned me that my leg would 
still not be healed properly for a 
period extending anywhere from 
four months, to two years, I just 
had to do something.” 

Stagner’s chair doesn’t look like 
anything you ever saw before. 
Painted a jaunty red, the little car 
seems to whiz around the flower 
and vegetable beds, while the own- 
er sits perched on it with his legs 
propped up in front of him. The 
front two wheels he borrowed 
from his second son’s scooter. The 
rest of the mechanism is borrowed 
from his company’s shop and from 
left-overs he had in his garage 
workshop. He drives it with an 
auto starter switch, with a ‘dead 
man’s control,” which he presses 
with his finger, using an automo- 
bile battery for power. 

“Anyone who knows a little 
about mechanics could build a 
similar machine,” Stagner says. 
“You could vary the parts used,

too. I just utilized what came to 
hand. <As you see, I used an old 
gas pipe for the back axle, bicycle 
chains and sprockets for the back 
wheels, and various sizes of pipe. 
My connecting rod is an old pipe, 
and I bent smaller pipes to make 
my tool rack on the sides, in 
which I keep crutches, hoe, rake, 
etc. I can travel] about four miles 
an hour, but that is really too fast. 
I want to tone it down to two 
miles.” 


Stagner’s garden, when we vis- 
ited it, looked in fine shape. There 
were more than 80 tomato plants, 
neat plots of lettuce, onions, rad- 
ishes and beets. Roses, peonies 
and iris were in bloom. All the 
plots were freshly hoed and free 
from weeds. The grass was cut, 
too, but Stagner confessed he 


hadn’t mastered that yet. “I paid 
my oldest son to cut the grass. I 
hope to put a grass-cutting ar- 
rangement on the front of my mo- 
tor, later on. If I make it detach- 
able, it won’t interfere with my 
hoeing and weeding.” 

“My ‘chair’ is narrow enough 
to get between the different beds 
of vegetables and flowers,” Stag- 
ner points out. “I simply drive 
up to a convenient position, park, 
and start my work from. the 
chair. Sometimes I take a basket 
along to pick up the fishing 
worms which are turned up as I 
hoe.” 

In addition to caring for his 
garden from his vehicle, Stagner 
has kept up his carpentry. Re- 
cently he made a simple chicken 
brooder for the 25 chicks he and 


his wife are trying to raise. Be- 
fore the war, he started a 16-foot 
motor launch in his garage, and 
although the materials he needs 
are almost all unobtainable now, 
he putters around with plans for 
improving it, in his spare time. 

Returning to the subject of his 
means of transportation, he said: 


“My little motor doesn’t look 
like much now. If my doctor 
says I won’t be able to walk for 
a long time to come, I’m going to 
dress it up a bit. It’s much better 
than a wheel chair, though. Some 
folks have said that an electri- 
cally-run chair would be a fine 
thing for returning veterans who 
are temporarily unable to walk 
without crutches. I know it has 
helped me, and maybe the idea 
could be used to help others.”

Roquefort is one of the most fa- 
mous cheeses of France. Itit noted 
for its strong flavor and character- 
istic bluish mottled appearance. 
And therein lies the surprise. But 
first, the pronunciation. The 
French say: rawk-FAWR. The 
American pronunciation accents 
the first syllable which rhymes 
with “poke, woke,” thus: ROKE- 
fert. 

According to an old legend, a 
shepherd, guarding his flock near 
the town of Roquefort, in the de- 
partment of Aveyron, placed his 
food supply of bread and cheese in 
a cave for safekeeping. His sheep 
wandered far afield, and it was 
not until months later that he re- 
turned to the cave, only to find 
that the cheese apparently had 
spoiled, for it was covéred with a 
peculiar bluish mold. Hunger 
forced him to sample the stuff; 
he found it good, and thus Roque- 


fort cheese was discovered. 

I cannot attest the truth of the 
legend, but it is true that Roque- 
fort cheese, made from ewe’'s milk, 
is ripened near the town in caves 
in which it is allowed to mold. 

Now for the surprise. The blue 
mold that gives Roquefort cheese 
its distinctive flavor and appear- 
ance is ... what do you think? 
It is the fungus péenicillium—the 
same mold from which the won- 
der drug penicillin is extracted. 

The word penicilllum means 
“like a painter’s small brush,” for, 
under the microscope, the mold is 
seen to consist of small tufts re- 
sembling little brushes. 

When the new drug was in- 
vented, it was called penicillin, 
from the

South’s two no-trump bid might 
well have been a mere two-heart 
preference, and it was somewhat 
strange that North at no time 
troubled to show his strong 
spade support. 


West led his fourth best dia- 
mond and East signalled emphati- 
cally for a come-on by playing 
the jack. Declarer led a low club 
to the king; West won and re 
turned the diamond eight. 


Now before discarding from 
dummy, declarer had to decide on 
an overall plan of play. The fact 
that the club ace had smothered 
the king made it unlikely that 
the rest of the club suit could be 
run—that would require a present 
holding of exactly jack-small] in 
the West hand. As against this, 
declarer could win three heart 
tricks if West had the queen, 
alone or with one or two guards, 

On the sound conclusion that 
the heart plan offered the better 
chance, declarer discarded clubs 
from dummy on the second dia- 
mond lead, which he allowed East 
to win, and on the diamond re 
turn that followed, which South 
won.
